ing: him to send pictures to exhibi- 
tions of American pictures in Chica- 
go, 
Philadelphia 
and Indianapolis. 


At a recent exhibition at Birmingham 
English critics wrote that America 
was well represented by llr. Bay- 
nori Copeland. 
French 
critics 
also 
wrote to Mr. Baynon Copeland asking 
for permission to see his pictures. 
But now it transpires that Baynon 
Copeland is a Miss, and a very young 
Miss at that. 
She is the daughter 


of Guild Anderson Copeland of Bos- 
ton and grand-niece of John W. Fos- 
ter. former secretary of state. Morey 
over she Is a direct descendant of the 
famous Englishman, John Alden. 
Miss Copeland was born In El Paso, 
Texas, twenty-two years ago. .She is 
tall and willowy: a brunette with a 
strong artistic temperament and large 
luminous flashing eyes. Her first art 
studies were done under the direction 
of Kenyon Cox of New York, whose 
memory Is still green In the school of 
flue arts here. While studying with 
Mr. Cox Miss 
Copeland 
won 
a 
scholarship. 


PASSES EXAMINATION.

What a career Theodore 
Roberts 
points back to. He was born .in San 
Francisco, October S, 1861. He made 
his debut at the Baldwin theater in 
San Francisco, May 1. 1SSO, under the 
patronage of James O'Nell, in "Riche- 
lieu," in which he played the part of 
Baradas, the occasion being a bene- 
fit to James O'Neill. 
The seasons of 1880. 18S1 and 1882 


w-ere wpant -by Mr. Roberts with Rob- 
son, and Crane en route, and at the 
close of that period he returned to 
San Francisco and played various en- 
gagements until 1886. Then he left 
the theatrical profession and went to 
sea. He remained in command of a 
schooner until 1888.

ment. Legislatures m=iy work unceasinc- 
ly, laws may be passed ad infinltuiii, but 
as loner as there is a. failure to recoijnize 
that railroads and other 
corporations, 


after all, are composed of Individuals who 
have- duties and rights that are as com- 
manding and as sacred as those of the 
people, we shall. continue to have mal- 
adjustment and social friction. 


"There has grown up a sharp distinc- 


tion between the individual operators of 
a business end the business Itself. As 
the unit has grown larger and larger, this 
gulf'has grown broader and broader, un- 
til we have the spectacle of a large cor- 
poration • becoming a sort of a deification 
apart from any of its owners or any of 
its operators, 


"Beginning with the savings account, 


which the clerk dare not spend for- fear 
his llf« plans may go awry, and leading 
up to the vast rights of way and equip- 
ment of a railroad, the dominant force 
that controls la that itrange, outside in- 
fluence, the needs of this delfled business. 
Personality is lost in the sea of imper- 
sonality. 


"Evil acts are committed In the name 


of the organization which no single In- 
dividual wouH have cornmittocl In his 
own name. The public has shared in this 
attitude and has alike bowed down bo- 
fore and battled against thp fictitiously 
created Impersonal corporation instead of 
tho real, personal, constituent members,

MYSTERY OF TITANIC 


NEW YORK, June 1.—Th* bodies, of 


Titanic passengers picked up by the 
Mlnla are said to show that tho victims 
did not drown, but frose to death. U tht« 
wag true of all these It WM doubtless 
true of many of thoae picked up by. the 
Macknvv Bennett. The pa*eeng*r» Lhad' on 
life preserver*, which eeem to have been 
sufficient to keep thenr afloat. 
They 


battled In tha Icy water until tha cold 
overcame them. Probably many of them 
were alive for a considerable, ttma, the 
time during which a healthy man •wlm- 
mlng vigorously would tie able to bear a 
temperature several degrees above freM- 
ln*r. 


But however long they lived, how did 


It happen that none of these bodle., w*,ra 
seen by any of the big ships which 
reached the place of tha disaster soon 
after the Titanic sank? With life pre- 
servers on, which prevented tha lungs 
from filling with water the bodies picked 
up hy the Mlnla and doubtless many ot 
those picked up by the Mackay-Bennett 
probably never sank. Yet the Carp&thla 
reported that she examined the wreck- 
age of tha Titanic carefully In cruising 
over the scene and found no one afloat, 
either alive or dead. The captain of the 
Mount Temple testified that he reached 
the scene of the wreck soon after the 
Carpathla and saw no one In the water, 
either dead or alive. 
The 
captain of 


the Callforntan testified that he reached 
the place of sinking at 1:30 o'clock on 
the following morning and (pent two and 
one-half hours searching, and *aw no 
oodles. 


Borne of those who died M those 


picked up by the Mlnla died might have 
been saved by the partly filled lifeboats. 
Home of them may even have been alive 
whsn the Mg vessels cam* to the rescue. 
Tnelr fate adds poignancy to the trag- 
edy. 
Why no one of the many 
who 


probably never sank wan found until days 
after tho accident to on* of the myst*- 
rlM.

Tells of Consumptive 


Prejudices. 


WASHINGTON, June i. — At the 


session of the National Association for 
the =tudy and prevention of tubercu- 
losis, which has just closed, Dr. S. 
Adolphus Knopf of New York read a 
paper entitled "The Unjustified Preju- 
dice of Tuberculosis Patients to En- 
tering Sanatoria." In part he said: 


"Any physician, be he general prac- 


titioner or consultant, who has to deal 
with tuberculous 
patients and who 


considers sanatorium treatment to be 
indicated in many cases, will be con- 
fronted frequently perhaps in the ma- 
jority of cases which come under his 
observation with a type of tear 
or 


preconceived dislike for 
Institutional 


treatment, which for lack of a better 
name we may call 'sanatoriumphobta' 
or 'hospitalphobia.' 


"This fear of institutional 
treat- 


ment amounts in some individuals to 
a veritable horror. The first thought 
with which this 'sanatorlumphoblc' 
individual 
is 
possessed is the idea 
that he is sure to meet patients much 
sicker than he himself, who are real 
consumptives, while he Imagines him- 
self to be only slightly tuberculous. 
Perhaps it Is only in the presence of 
the physician who diagnosed his ca.«e 
that he is willing- even to admit that 
he mav be tuberculous. 


FMSVTY OF EXCUSES. 


""When the patient's fear of rein- 


fection has been argued out of him, 
when he is told that the well equipped 
sanatorium is the safest place not to 
contract the diaens», that the precau- 
tions there preclude a possibility of 
becoming reinfected, he will 
bring 


forth another excuse for not -wanting 
to go to a sanatorium. He will say 
tht he is unable to bear the sight of 
other natlents more ill than himself; 
he will fear the depressing influence 
of constant coughing 
and 
nerhaps 


even- of seeing a patient hopelessly 
ill or in a dying condition. When the 
physician will have assured him that 
there is less coughing in a sanatorium 
than there is during a' grippe epi- 


demic in any street car of an average 
sized city; that if there are any pa- 
tients more 111 than he, he will not 
see them; that the sanatorium has 
only relatively easy cases; 
that the 


spirit, that the mental atmosphere of 
the sanatorium is one of hope, con- 
tentment and even gaiety, the pros- 
pective 
sanatorium 
candidate will 


bring forth a third excuse. 
He will 


say, 'But, doctor, I shall be stigma- 
tized. 
If it becomes known that I 


am tuberculous and an ex-patient of 
a sanatorium I will be ostracized. My 
former employers will not wish to 
take 
me 
back Intp their office or 


shop.' FEARS tryjTJSTiFrED. 


"I would like to show from the tes- 


timony of the superintendents 
and 


medical directors of sanatoria In all 
parts 
of the country that this fear 


which 
tuberculosis 
patients 
have 


against entering %anatoria may be re- 
moved. I should like to convince the 
patient that he need not fear being 
ostracized if he will do his duty. 
I 


cherish also the hope that employers 
and others will 
soon be convinced 


that phthisiophobla is 
unjustifiable 


and that to exclude the cured and 
thoroughly 
arrested case from any 


employment is cruel, unjust and in- 
humane. 
Last, but not least, I trust 


that nrosDpctive natients will see that 


their fears of becoming infected or 
reinfected in a sanatorium are totally 
unjustified, and that life In a sanato- 
rium is far from depressing, but that 
on the contrarj' an atmosphere 
of 


hope, cheer and good comradship pre- 
vails in a sanatoria and 
that 
they 


themselves can contribute to this to 
no small degree by determining to get 
well, obeying implicitly the rules of 
the Institution, being of hopeful and 
cheerful frame of mind, sympathetic 
and kind to their fellow patients."

MaKing a City Beautiful 


The Mayor of Oakland across the bay is not a 


shipping man like Mayor Rolph, but is one of the 
biggest realty dealers around the bay—and thereby 
hangs a tale. The Frank K. Mott Real Estate Com- 
pany has large holdings in Oakland as well as in 
cities not under the jurisdiction of Mayor Mott. 


Now the city of Oakland is also in the throes of a 


"City Beautiful" movement. The matter has been 
taken up by women'a clubs and by the Chamber of 
Commerce and other organizations. Not long ago 
it was brought to the attention of the Oakland City 
Council. 


Mayor Mott never misses an opportunity that 


will produce results in beautifying and bettering 
' his city, and resolved to take advantage of the pop- 
ular feeling for improvement. 


"There is an ordinance on the books of the city 


against permitting unsightly weeds to grow along 
the sidewalks, and against the accumulation of all 
rubbish and refuse matter," declared Mayor Mott. 
"There is no reason why the police should not insist 
upon property owners cleaning up their premises. 


"I suggest that the Commissioner of Public 


Health and Safety see that the city ordinance be 
rigidly enforced." 


Note was taken of the orders of the Mayor by the 


City Clerk and the Commissioner, and a few days 
later the orders had filtered down through the Chief 
of Police to the Captain of Police and things began 
to really shape up for action. 


It happens that the day captain, Frank Lynch, is 


a very energetic customer, with considerable execu- 
tive ability and a desire to do things when the op- 
portunity occurs. Lynch proceeded to district the 
city, and detailed a squad of his men to make a 
house-to-house canvass to instruct the property 
owners as to the terms of the ordinance and the 
necessity for cleaning up. 


The men went at it, and soon had the streets in 


several sections of the city looking like small pieces 
of "spotless town." But they had difficulty where 
houses were untenanted, and where property was 
not built upon. They could not locate the owners to 
insist upon the enforcement of the law. 


Unabashed, the Captain of Police set more munic-

J* In Massachusetts it is considered a disgrace for a rich man to 
'•die and leave nothing to Harvard University. That is the spirit 
that has made Harvard one of the great universities of the world, 
the greatest on the American continent. "Do something for Har- 
vard," is the constant exhortation of Massachusetts to her sons, 
and an educational institution famous the world over has sprung 
«p in consequence. 


"Do something for Oakland" should 'be the animating motto 


, of the inhabitants of this city. Oakland has many rich men, but 
ana will look in vain for monuments to their public spirit. Each 
one should do something to adorn the city and to impress his 
memory on the recollection of a grateful posterity. 


In looking over a recent issue of the Galveston Tribune -we 


were struck by the numerous benefactions of her leading citi- 
zens. One of them, Henry Rosenberg, gave the city $600,000 to 
arect and endow a public library and lecture hall; he also gave 
the money to erect a building for the Y. W. C. A. and a home for 
oH ladies. George Ball, a banker, built a high school which 
bears his name. Another banker, John Sealey, built a public 
hospital and gave it to the city. Galveston owes her leading 
grammar school to the generosity of a deceased merchant. Still 
another merchant gave the money to erect a home for orphans. 
A long list of minor benefactions was mentioned in the same is- 
sue of our Galveston contemporary. 


What a splendid showing of public spirit, of civic pride, of 


practical benevoieuce! Oakland has nothing to compare with it. 
Yet Galveston is comparatively a small place. Its population 
probably does not exceed 40,000, although it has an immense sea 
trade. But so long as the city stands the memory of Henry 
Rosenberg, George Ball, John Sealy, Theodore Lasker and Ber- 
nard Adone will be held in honor and xeverence. They helped 
to build up the city commercially and to rebuild it after it was 
destroyed by a tropical hurricane in 1900, and the schools, hos- 
.pitals and asylums they erected stand as memorials to their 
'Nobleness of mind and openness of hand. Their examples ought 
to be followed in Oakland.

The captain went to the Thayer-home 


after attending a luncheon given In his 
honor Friday In New York by Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor. With him was Dr. Frank 
J. McGee of the Carpathia, who did so 
much to make the Titanic victims com- 
fortable. 


Mrs. Thaycr was the fourth member of 


tho party. Both women lost their hus- 
bands In the wreck. 


The captain gave up his stateroom to 


Mrs. Astor and his attentions to the dis- 
tressed passengers on his boat won the 
admiration of all.

Fifty Thousand Dollar Limit Is 


Placed on Ordinary 


Expenditures. 


AGRICULTURAL HALL WILL BE 


READV FOR STUDENTS SOON 


NILES, June 1.—The fact that a sec- 


tion of the law governing expenditures 
for roads and bridges adopted by the 
last legislature, places a limit of $50,000 
if the sum Is .o come out of the general 
fund of the county is likely to indefin- 
itely delay the construction of the Nlles 
bridge unless Pupen'!=or Murphy, with 
the aid of the district attorney's office, 
can find some means of getting around 
the law. Ths law, which has come up 
for application for the first time since 
ito enactment, reads that if the expendi- 
ture exceeds 150,000. the matter must be 
submitted to the popular vote of the en- 
tire county. The estimated cost of the 
new bridge is $65,000, and it is possible 
that there will be further expenses con- 
nected with the work. 


Supervisor Murphy has submitted the 


question to the district attorney's office 
and Assistant District Attorney Leon C. 
Clark has the matter under advisement.

Sounds 
like a suffrage movement—but it isn't It's 
just an association of 1,400 women photog- 
raphers scattered all over the United States, 
but vrho arc allied because of their art, and 
united because Miss Jenkyns and a few others 
a year or two ago started to "spread the gos- 
pel of "Woman Can Do." 


Don't let the words " woman photographer * 


frighten you. This urmy Is no^ made up of 
the " kodak girl" who bores her friends and 
Etains her fingers and keeps herself broke of 
pocket -money making more or less futile snap- 
shots and pones.

Organization Requires Much Work

sional photographers " held in Milwaukee In

" Home Portraiture " Her Specialty. 
She selected the department of " home por- 


traiture "—that's what the profession calls it 
-—as being especially a woman's field, and her 
progress toward its perfection artistically the 
accompanying reprints of her sittings show. 
On the theory that a woman looks her best 
in her own home sitting in her favorite chair 
and surrounded by the furnishings which in & 
tasteful home blend naturally into the picture 
of the mistress, she began the study of light- 
ing to the end that the light effects of the 
gallery might be reproduced in the home with- 
out taking off the roof or even interfering with 
the window drapery 


I »She discovered that Borne of the cherished 
traditions of the photographic studio as to 
lighting were just traditions and could be vio- 
lated not only with impunity but with greater 
success in result 
Her experiments, supple- 


mented by the interchange of ideas that con- 
stantly goes on among the sisterhood of the 
federation, convinced her that the most suc- 
cessful portrait work can be done in the home 
rather than in the studio. 


The often heard statement that "the best 


picture I have of baby is a kodak snapshot" 
struck Miss Jenkyns with a professional force. 
Why should an amateur with an inferior cam- 
era be able to produce a picture that appealed 
to the mother more than the finished product 
of the studio? The answer was here.

Various new residence sections of Oakland, embracing hundreds 'o£*n$w homes, have been 


entirely built within a few months. For many years the residence building was in the va- 
cant areas of the close-in portions of the city, but immediately after the disaster of 1906 
these sites were all improved with homes and then the movement'toward-the hills, which had 
begun in a timid fashion, took on remarkable activity. 


GrouRs of homes, covering the area of a good-sized town, have, sprung up in a dozen or 


more outlying districts, all the way from Claremont to the eastern edge of the city. Perhaps 
the territory covered has been greater in East Oakland than in any other part of the city. 
In the section immediately west of the Claremont Country Club' more' than a thousand dwell- 
ings were built within a year. Claremont Park is another illustration of the rapid growth of 
new,residence districts. Other tracts in which improvement has been active are Rockridge, 
Claremont Manor, the Lakeside sections, East Piedmont Heights, .Crocker Highlands, Fourth 
Avenue Terrace and Heights, Eastlawn, and within a short time Hayenscourt will be in the 
same class as far as building activity is concerned: 


Artistic variety is noticeable in the architecture of the new homes, and in several of the 
tracts building restrictions have served to maintain a high standard of construction.

Some Questions aed Answers 


(By Ellen Jacque, 1449 High Street, Oakland, Cal.) 


Q—I bought some eggs which hatched very well indeed, but the 


chicks died from white diarrhoea before they were ten days old. 
As this disease must have been in the breeding stock or the 
chicks would not have had it, is not the man who sold me the 
eggs responsible for the loss? 


A—Every year or so some scientist discovers, or thinks he 


does, the cause of white diarrhoea—the plague of the poultry 
yard—but these theories are always abandoned and new ones 
take their places. Scientists have lately published the statement 
that white diarrhoea attacks only those chicks whose mothers 
carry the germ of the disease in the yolks of their eggs, but it is 
the general opinion of poultrymen who experiment and think for 
themselves that the real solution to the problem has not yet been 
found. If white diarrhoea is in the hen's system, then all chicks 
hatched from her eggs would have the disease, but there is an 
abundance of proof that this is not the case. On the other hand, 
we can take eggs from hens declared free from the disease, and 
by faulty incubation produce white diarrhoea in the chicks. Is 
this not proof that the hen was not at fault? If eggs are chilled \ 
or overheated during incubation, or the chicks are chilled or over- 
heated while very young, there will be white diarrhoea no mat- 
ter how healthy the parent stock may have been. There is an- 
other reason which is, sometimes given as causing this disease. 
This is feeding and watering the chicks before the yolk of the egg 
has become absorbed. In England, where they have poultry- 
keeping reduced to a science, they are adopting the plan of giv- 
ing no water for the first week or ten days, and they claim to suf- 
fer little loss from white diarrhoea. The sack enclosing the yolk 
of the egg which is drawn into the chick's body just before ex- 
elusion, is a continuation of the intestines, and if a young chick 
drinks much water it is apt to enter this sack and cause inflam- 
mation and death. As stated before in these columns, chicks 
raised by this plan are fed stale bread squeezed dry out of sweet 
milk and this seems to furnish enough moisture for the first few 
days. If the eggs or chicks have been chilled or overheated, white 
diarrhoea may be prevented by boiling the milk and using dry 
toast instead of bread. We do not think the man who sold these 
eggs is responsible for anything but the fertility and that was 
satisfactory.
